munication with tbe Farmers.'Loan and Trust Com-
»uuy, which tboy made their trustees, and with Mr.
lewett, the receiver, wboru tbey desired to aid tbeir
plan In overy way be possibly could. Tbey oflered to
tako luuaed bonds tor their alternate coupons, und
the plan was In every way oenetlcial to every creditor,bondholder and ttockbolder ol the company. They
woutii postpone the collection of tbelr own dues and
luake a s*le ol the road, not to sacrifice It, but to
tecure such a reorganization as would protect all in¬
terests. The preferred stocknolders were asked to
pay lour per cent on tbeir holdings and receivo
their stuck as belore, aud tbe Holders ol common
sio^k six per oeni. TIjin would relieve tbe road ol
the pressure ol <11,000,000 of Interest unpaid.

War With Prussia.

SUCCESSFUL SWINDLING SCHEME.

Important Legal Quesiions Affecting the

Rights of Tenants,

at the rate ol $'J1 per thousand.
Tbe umcndmeut sought to bj ottered by tbe plain¬tiff aeta up ttiat, relying upon tbe agreement men¬

tioned, be entered luto un agreement witb one
MeKeuxie to purcuasu tbe goods stated, MoKeuzio
agreetug to pay nun $-0 each lor tun carbiues and
$23 33 1-3 par thousand lor tbe eartrldges, and that
Mcf&enxio demanded * lulUlmcnl ol tbia coutract,
Dot ou nccount ol tbe violation ol bta contract with
the defendant he waa unable to comply. The pro¬
posed amendment lurtner sots up that In cou-e-
queuceot tbe great demand lor Kemluglou carbines,
curtridgea and all Kinds ol military Mores in France
growing out ol tbe war theu existing between France
and Prussia, that at any tluio between tbe
IStb and 21st day* ol October. 1870, tbe plain¬
tiff could have made contract* with tbe government or
t'raucv, and with otbor peraoua m franc* and ejae-

General Sections, as illustrative of tbe in*
genious mutboiis to which thieves occasionally resort
and which oltentimea only chance brings to light
On last Christmas Kvo a Washington street baker
named Tiinpkiu, visited Messrs. llaigbt k Co., Hour
merchants, to ascertain how they could afford lo sell
flour lor which ho paid #u jo per bsrrel at $0, staling
that be had first purchased ut the latter rate 100 bar¬
rels, half a lot purchased Irom their tlrin. Suspecting
soincluing wroug llalgtil \ Co. inquired «l pier'I
East KiVer, wliero the flour was being de iverod,
und discovered a truckuiau In tbe act ol loading 100
barrels oi Hour on one o' their ordors which had been
forged. Upon inquiry it was lound tbat sales or Hour
on bogus orders wern traced lo Kdwaru I). HupIiuoI,
puiciiusuig ageut lor the Jones 1'rlntiug Company,
No. 38 New street, and James W. Irving, an etuployj
in tne sumo e.uahiikiimeut. Uusiinell aud Irving
were thereupon arrested and indicted lor lorgerv.
Alter considerable investigation Asslstum Dis¬
trict Attorney Kussell became satisfied that the prin¬
cipal in the conspiracy was some other than either
of the parties mined, and tlunlly Claretco C.
Heugies, a clcrk in the employ ot J. 11. btariu & Co.,
wbo was assigned to lake charge ol ths llour cou-
veyed in causl boats uud deliver It to tho cuusiguees,
was suspected. Ouo ol the moat active wilnossea lor
the prosecution wtieu Uuahnell aud Irving were ar¬
rested was Ilea ties, but tbu tablos were turned on
littu. Tile fact wm clearly suowu that iteaglcs had
induced HusliinTi to aid iu disposing oi several hun¬
dred barrels ol Hour which bs intimated wero the sur¬
plus ol tbe uuinber iu ths bills of lading aud formed
part ol his perqu sites. Ua produced a num¬
ber ol the priuted crdcrs ol different flour merchants
and aakeu Itushnell to select tno one ho could
most readily buvo lorged. Husbnoll had tliut ol
llaighl \ Co. ua the easiest, and Koagies bad twenty
hve ol tneiii limited, which he usod Iu disposing of
the atoieu property, having previously stated thai ho
coulu luruisb any uamoer ol burrols irom una to live
hundred. I be tact wns aiko ascertained that sinco
Hcugles bad takeu chums of the dork a large quantity
ol Hour nud mysteriously disappear d, while be hlm-
soll, previously poor, lived in luxurious stylo. Me
was promptly indicted, and ou betug arraigned yes¬
terday pieadod guilty.
